There is another aspec? of this bare- 
faced attempt to impose “a sample 
market on us farmers. Ever since 
the mixing of wheat in the elevators 
was forbidden by law, despérate at- 
tempts have been made by the graii 
sharks, backed by tae big interests, 
the financiers and very likely by the 
railway companies, to get: at ~the 
wheat and play thelr old game of m'x- 
ing grades, and robbing us farmers. 
Once allow a sample market and they 
can mix wheat to their heart’s con- 
lent, Nothing is easier for ‘them. 
They biy 2 bumber of cars of maybe 
rejected wheat by sample, then buy & 
car or two of the higher grade, send 
the whole to an elevator, dump the 
zood and bad into the same bin, mix 
the whole thoroughly and steal a high- 
er grade apd sell at a price that nets 
a substantial profit. Thus the mixing 
is as thoroughiy done as it would be 
if there were no law to prevent it. 
The men who are actively seeking 
to get the sample market establisheu 
are the same gang who formed the 
Winnipeg grain combine, which cou- 
trolled the entire wheat market of

A “Too-Late” Stamp 
The only “too-late stamp ever is- 
sued appeared in Victoria in 1885, 
It bears the head of Queen Victoria, 
as do most of the stamps of the col- 
ony. The body of the stamp is in 
deep lilac crossed by two bands of 
green. The upper band bears the 
words, “Too late.” while the lower 
has the value or fee “Sixpence.” The 
“Too Late” stamp represented a tax 
or fee in addition to regular postage 
upon such letters as were received 
too late for the regular mail. In all 
large maritime cities much mail {s 
sent out on outgoing vessels. In 
early stamp periods a fast sailing pac- 
ket, or, in fact, any sailing vessel, 
was often charged with the carrying 
of the mails. The heavy regular 
mail to go by vessels or steamer on 
any specified day was sorted and dis- 
patched in wagons from the post of- 
fice some hours before the scheduled 
time of sailing. A light supplemen- 
tary mail was afterwaris sent by 
special messenger. The mail con- 
sisted of such letters as arrived after 
the regular mail had closed, iut were 
of sufficient importance to warrant the 
sender in the payment of a “too late” 
fee, which in Victoria was fixed at 
sixpence. This supplementary mail 
was kept open until within a short 
time of the sailing hour, the time de- 
pending upon the distance between 
the post office and the dock of the 
vessel. ~

We all know that practically no fall 
plowing was done last year, there- 
fore our land has either to be plow- 
ed this spring, or just disced and drill- 
ed. On account of such a short time 
and so much work to be done, and 
plowing taking longer than discing, 
the question arises: “Is it necessary 
to plow or will discing do?” 

Plow Every Year 


I am a firm believer in plowing ev- 
ery year, except on new fand which 
has only had one crop taken from it 
and is not well rotted. Land in this 
condition and clear (free from weeds) 
could be disced a couple of times and 
seeded with fairly good results, al- 
though, as a rule, one does not get 
as large a yield. 

-mmediately after plowing use the 
packer, the same day if possible; tho 
sooner after plowing the better. This 
is to keep the land from drying out. 
If you haven’t a packer, use a float, 
if you haven’t a float, use a disc. <A 
float is a simple affair made by bolting 
four, five or six 2 x 10x14 or 16 
planks together, letting the second 
lap the first, and so on until you 
get the required size. 

Of course, if you find your float 
is not heavy enough, you can weight 
it down with stones—Oh! I forgot, 
not many farmers have stones on 
their land; well, old iron or anythin; 
with weight will ‘do. 

Methods of Cultivation

Thus in 1295 the peers were 
ninety spiritual and forty-nine ‘ay 
members, including twenty archbish- 
vps and bishops, sixty-seven abbots 
and priors and three masters of or- 
ders. Many clerical dignitaries sum- 
moned did not attend at Westminster, 
refusing to recognize the authority of 
parliament over thelr own convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York, it was 
partly from this causé that the lords 
spiritual decreased in number until 
early in the reign of Edward ILI. the 
upper house consisted of eighty-six lay 
and only forty-five clerical peers, while 
during Elizabeth's pariiament there 
were forty-three and twenty-six respec- 
tively.—London Standard.
